Chicago, March 22.—The government 
court of inquiry last night examined two 
witnesses with reference to the bee! 
question—Dr. Nicholas St un and lie u ­ 
tenant Colonel A. W. Corliss.

nutritious qualities, as was apparent 
from the condition of the men who re­ 
turned from Cuba to Montauk—men 
who had never been ill, but were greatly 
emaciated. 
He believed that the meat 
was overdone—that there was some fanlt 
in the process of preparation—that the 
process has not been perfected.

bacon was of good quality. 
He could 
say nothing about refrigerator beef be­
